Id  ini  the  wages  of  railway  employees  in  the 
Dominion  were  reduced  by  40  per  cent  owing  to 
depressed  conditions  which  resulted  In  very  much 
reduced  railway  earnings.   There  has  been  a  de- 
mand for  a  restoration  of  this  10  per  cent  and  a 
board  of  arbitration  was  appointed  make 
reeommendation.s.    It  has  been  decided)  by  a 
majority  of  two  to  one,  that  thert  should  be  a 
restoration  of  3  per  cent  of  the  10  per  cent  .by 
November  l  next,  and,  if  raUwajre  nveaiiM  im- 
prove, a  further  increase. 
i.  The  railways  had  a  lower  revenue  last  year 
ihM  Id  IMl  when  the  10  per  cent  reduction  In 
•wages  was  made.  The  net  earnings  of  the  C  P.R. 
{were  le^,  dciipite  economies  put  into  force.  The 
lOjrJt  last  year  was  short  $48,000,000  in  ability  to 
'pay  Interest  on  Its  bonds  to  the  public.    In  the 
case  of  the  latter  railway  an  increased  wage  at 
Ime  to  Its  employees  will  mean  a  heavier 
n  on  the  taxpayers  as  a  whole.

000.  Til' II  tli<»  C.P.R.  stopped  paying  dividends 
and  the  C.Nii.  was  losing  al  Uie  rate  of  $60,000,000 
a  year.  Last  year  the  grots  earnings  of  the  rail- 
ways were  1293.000,000,  or  $26,000,000  lc«s  than 
when  the  wage  cut  was  made.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances there  will  be  many  who  will  believe 
that  the  arbitration  board  made  a  generous  ges- 
ture In  advocating  a  partial  restoration.

picious and  distru.stful  of  his  neigh- 
bor and  of  his  officials  and  leader!^.

The  future  of  Faadsm 
was  t;uarded  by  the  organizing  of 
the  youth  of  Italy  into  four  groups, 
according  to  age.  None  might  be- 
long to  the  Fa.srUt  party  who  had 
not  beloiiBed  to  one  of  these  groups. 
Financial  stability  was  necessary  to 
tho  success  at  aueh  a  system.  Italy 
being  weak  in  reaoureas.  there  had 
been  deveVoped- 
sOatc  elRhteen  guilds  ar.d  eighteen 
councils  of  leaders  each  approved 
by  the  Fa.st  Lsts 

SOME  A.NTACONISM 

The  existence  of  certain  elements 
aiitaKoiu.stlP  to  Fa.sci.sm  wa.s  shown, 
but  aKam.st  these  Mu.s.soluii  had 
:t  ared  defeii.Mve  aj-gumenl.s.  the  doi  - 
trine  that  Fascism  believed  in  the 
aUte.  In  the  sacred  destiny  of  luiy. 
and  hi  the  UnpUdt  obedience  of  hei 
citizens.  Frankly  not  a  paclflM, 
Mu.s.solinl  had  declared  that  war 
alone  brouKlit  huiuiui  energy  to  Its 
highest  tension  IJw  .six-aki-r  did 
not  overlook  tlie  fact  that  under 
Mussolini.  Italy  had  experienced  a 
revival  of  her  old-time  sphrlt  and 
pride,  that  Muxmltnl  himself  had 
real  qualitie'.  -  eatness — but,  as 
Sir  rhihp  tiioix,  had  pointed  out, 
her  budfjet  wa.s  not  balaiued 

Certain  reisemblanres  between 
Auden.  Lewis  and  Spender  were 
pointed  out  by  Mrs.  Oodson  in  her 
intereoUng  talk  on  these  three  mod- 
ems. All  were  Oxford  men,  all  had 
some  views  in  common  in  thie  field 
of  pohtK  al  philosophy,  and  all  used 
the  concrete  imagery  of  the  mod«rii 
world.  In  their  poems  tliey  preferred 
to  write  of  friendship  rather  than 
of  love:  all  hated  injustice;  all  were 
.scathing  in  their  criticism  of  the 
capitalistic  class. 

In  tlie  .'^iM  nder  po*-ms  .selected  for 
readinif  .Mrs  (Jodson  Indicated  the 
frequent  u.se  of  scientific  and  en 
glneerlng  terms,  notably  in  tl»e  poem 
called  "The  Express."  In  Spend- 
er's work  ensoUon  and  bitellect  were 
perfectly  fused,  and  there  was  a  re- 
flection of  the  conscious  harotam  of 
youth.  Like  Shelley,  he  felt  that 
Hades  was  a  city  much  like  London, 
and  he  pitied  the  imlortunates  who 
roamed  Its  streets.  Auden's  work 
was  described  as  "sometimes  obscure, 
but  always  eloquent."  It  indicated 
a  future  in  the  field  of  poetic  drau.a 
Lewis  used  the  theme  of  fatherhood 
much  in  his  poem.s  In  hi.«  work, 
too.  poetry  and  propaganda,  despite 
the  critics,  succeeded  In  "oohahlting
